tionary SOUK, "Ca Jra," was heard, and it was remembered with 
pride that the words first fell from the lips of Franklin in Hie tryiim 
days of 1777. 


At New Voik the joy of the people was yet wilder. The twen- 


ty-seventh of December was chosen for the public expression of 
popular feeling. 
The whole day was devoted to feasting and hell- 


ringing and firing of cannon. 
AVhen evening came the Society ol 


Tammany, then a centre of patriotism, lit up its -wigwam, and the 
member.* of the order remained until after midnight drinking toasts 
to the (ireat Cause, to the French Republic, to the Fifteen States, to 
Dtimouriex, and to the Republican Fair, who it was hoped, would 
keep their favors for the Republican brave. Meanwhile tlu> Society 
i,f Mechanics and Tradesmen held a like meeting in their old hall. 


When the news readied Boston it was determined to have a 


"Civic h'east" the like of which Boston had never seen. On the 
morning of the day the rising sun -was welcomed with a salute from 
the castle and the firing of cannon in the town. At eleven the pro- 
cession ''ormed and moved thru the city to the banqueting place. 


On every head was the cockade. The school children wen 


drawn up on State street, and that they might be impressed, with a 
lively recollection of the day each was given a civic cake stamped 
with the words "Liberty and Equality." 
At Faneuil Hall tho lieu- 


tenant-governor presided at a great meeting. A huge lantern was 
run to the top of the liberty pole—on one side was painted the ruins 
of the P.nslilloaml on the other a prostrate British lion, and beneath 
was inscribed the wish that he might never rise fill he did so in sup- 
port of the liberties ot mankind. 


Later, following ihe excesses ot the Reign of Terror, there was 


a reaction in the United States. It seemed ns if the French had sul- 
lied their great cause. Still later, when the military imperialism of 
Napoleon belied the principles of the Revolution, American opinion 
l.'irgely turned to the support of (ireat Britain as the champion of 
freedom.
